My Lord Chancellor further declared, That my I ord Treaſurer defircd to have the Pardon paſſed with all 
the privacy in the World ; and the reaſon he gave was, becauſe he did not mtend to make uſe of it, but ſtand 
upon his Innocency, exccpt falſe Witneſſes ſhould be produced againſt him 3 and then he would make uſe of ic 
at the laſt extremity. | | 

After this, my Lord Chancellor ſaid, he writ a Letter, wherein he took notice to his Lordſhip, That in the firſt 
place the Service of the-King, was to be conſidered :.

Apr. 8. 79. Mr. Powle Reports the Reaſons why the Commons diſagreed to the Lords Amend- 
ments, which are as followeth. 

* The Addition to the Title doth ſhew that the Amendments made by, yonr Lordſhips to the Bill, 
do wholly alter the Nature of it, and from a Bill of Attainder have converted it into a Bill of Baniſh- 
ment, which the Commons cannot conſent to for theſe Reaſon, 
1. That Baniſhment is not the Legal Judgment in caſe of high Treaſon. And the Earle of Danby be- 
ing Impeacht by the Commons of high Treaſon, and fled from Juſtice, hath thereby conteſt the Charge, 
, and therefore ought to have the Judgment of high Treaſon for his Puniſhment. 

2. That Baniſhment being not the Puniſhment the Law inflicts upon thoſe Crimes 3 The Earle of Dar 

might make uſe of this Remiſſion of his Sentence, as an Argument, That either the Commons were 
diſtruſtful of their Proofs againſt him, or elſe that the Crimes are not in themſelves of ſo high a Nature 
as Treaſon. 

3+ That the Example of this would be an Encouragement toall Perſons that ſhould be hereafter Iaz- 

ched by the Commons, to withdraw themſelves from Juſtice, which they would alwaies be ready to do 
if not prevented by a Commitment upon their Impeachmenr,and thereby hope to obtain a more favourable 
Sentence in a Legiſlative way, than your Lord(hips would be obliged to paſs upon them in your judici- 
al Capacity. 

The Amendments being all in order to thoſe alterations, the Commons donot agree to them for the 
former Reaſons. | 

A Conferrence deſired of the Lords upon the Amendments made by them to the Bill of Attainder of 
the Earl of Danby. ge 

8. Apr. Poſt Meridiem, The Lords deſire a Conference concerning matters in the Bill concerning the 
Earl of Danby, which was agreed to. 

Sr. Francis Winington Reports from the ſaid Conference, that the Lord Funtingdon managed the faid 
Conference which was to the Effect following. 

The Lords have deſired this Conference with the Houſe of Commons, not ſo much to argue and diſpute 
25 to mitigate and reconcile. | | 

They have already obſerved that the Debates of this Bill have given too long and too great an obſtru- 
tion to-publick Buſineſs, and therefore they deſire you to believe that that is the Reatod which hath 
chiefly prevailed with their Lordſhips, in a matter of this Nature. TIS 

And upon this it is, that if away may be found to ſatisfie* and ſecure the publique Fears, by doing leſs 
then the Bill you have propoſed, the Lords do not think it adviſable to infiſt upon the urmoſt and the moſt 
vigorous ſatisfaftion to-publique Juſtice which migtit be demanded. 

To induce you to this Complyance, the Lords do acknowledg that Baniſhment is ſo far from being the 
Legal Judgment incafe of high Treaſon, thar it is not the Legal Judgment in any caſe whatſoever, ſince it 
can never be inflifted but by the Legiſlative Authority, | ; 

But they ſee no reaſon why the Legiſlative Authority ſhould always be bound to aft to the utmoſt extent 
of its Power, for there may bea prudential neceſſity ſometimes of making abatements, and might be of 
a fatal conſequence if it ſhould not be ſo. 

And the Lords to remove all Jealoufies of the Preſidents of this kind, do declare that nothing which 
hath been done in the Earl of Danby caſe ſhall ever be drawn into Conſequence for the time to come, and 
will ſo enter it upon their Journal. 

And thereupon their Lordſhips inſiſt upon their Amendments, fo far as to exclude all Attainders, and 
do promiſe themſelves the Commons will in this Point comply with their Lordſhips, who do again aſſure 
_ that their Reſolutions are grounded only upon their Tenderneſs and Conſideration of the Pub- 

ck.

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: He declared, that the Reaſons of the Commons for paſling the Bill, as they Propoſed, were unan{wera. 
ble; and therefore the Lords were content to make the Bill abſolute, without giving the Earl of Danby agy 
day to Appear, the Penalties to continue. 

. Heobſerved, that the Lord Impeact'd, would not only by the Paſling of the Bill, be ruined, together 
with his Family; bur likewiſe thoſe Acquiſitions which he got by the Marriage into a Noble Family, would 
be loſt. | ; | 

And helntimated, that if the Houſe of Commons would have any other Penaltics added to the Bill, their 
Lordſhips would leave it to the Commons, ſo that they run not to the abſolute Obſtruction of the Lygrd Im- 
peacht : And the Lord Privy Seal took notice, that all the Reaſon and Juſtice were of the Commons ſide, 
yet in a Legiſlative Capacity they. were to conlider Circumſtances inRelation to the Good of the Publick. 
Upon this his Lordſhip ſaid, that in the Tranſaction of this Affair, there were too great Points gained by 
this Houſe of Commons. 

The firſt was, that Impeachments made by the Commons 1n one Parliament, continued from Seſſion to; 
Seſſion; and Parliament to Qarlijament, notwithſtanding Prorogations or Difſolutions, 

The other point was, that in Caſes of Impeachment upon ſpecial matter ſhown; if the Modeſty of the 
Party Impeach'd direts him not to withdraw, the Lords admit that of Right they ought to order him to 
withdtaw, and that afterwards he muſt be Committed. 

His Lordſhip obſerved; that a Member of the Houſe of Commons mentioned the Earl of Clarendor's Caſe, 
but in regard that Caſe was general and not ſpecial matters ſhewy, it was not like this; and therefore he 
did not underſtand the Lords intended to extend the point of Withdrawing and Commitment to general 
Impeachments without ſpecial matter alledged ; for if it ſhould be otherwiſe, the Lords did not kaow how 
many of their Lordſhips might be picked our of their Houle of a ſudden. 

The Earl of Shaftsbury ſaid, that they were as willing to be rid of the Earl of Danbyas the Commons, and 
in the firſt place, as to the Right of the Commons, That upon Impeachments, the Lord Accuſed ought to 
Withdraw, and then be Committed; He ſaid their Lordſhips did agree it was their Right, and well wars 
ranted by Precedents of former Ages: And as to the diſtinction the Lord Privy Seal made, where the Im- 
peachments wereGeneral, and when ſpecial matter was alledged ; He ſaid the Lords gave no Order to make 
any ſuch Diſtinion, for that General Impeachments were not in the Cale. | 

.And the Duke of Mormonth and the Lord Falconbridge affirmed the ſame, and that the Earl of Shaferbary 
was in theright, and delivered the true ſence of the Lords. Ty 

.Healfo ſaid, that the Expreſſion which was ſent with Reaſons from the Lords the other day, viz. - 

That the Lords would not draw into Example the Proceedings of the Earl of Danby,but would vacat them, . 

intended that to extend only to the point of Not-Withdrawing and Not-Committing. _ 

Helikewiſe declared, that the way now propoſed, he thought, would be a means to have the Bill paſs; 
for the Commons might have other Penalties if they would, as Confhiſcation of Eſtate : And although they 
had no particular Order to mention Honours, yet by the general words he thought Honours were included; / 

- + pn inſiſted on by the Commons, he knew not but that they might be Agreed tobe iaſerted in 
the Bull, . | 

. He deſired the Commons would conſider, that there were weighty Reaſons which were better untierſtood 
than expreſſed; that prove it neceſſary for the Good of the Publick, that this Bill ſhould ily pals. 

TheCommons replyed, that they hoped their. Lordſhips did not think the Commons did take it, as it 
they had now gained any point; for that the Points that their Lordſhips mentioned as gained, were nothing 
but what was agreeable to the Ancient Courſe and Methods of Patliaments.
